170,000 ENTERED ISRAEL 
IN FIRST YEAR 


Many D.P. Camps Closed 


[From a Correspondent| 


Over 170,000 Jews from 30. countries 
entered Israel in the twelve months since 
the proclamation of the State, it is an- 
nounced in New York. During this 
period, the American Joint Distribution 
Committee, which was responsible for 
the transport of the mney of the em-

From Germany, Austria, and Italy 
83,000 D.P.s made their way to Israel in 
the past year, leading to the hquidation of 
20 D.P. camps. Ajr-lift operations in 
this period accounted for approximately 
10.000 new arrivals in Israel. Of these. 
more than 6.000 came from countries in 
the Middle East, through the J.D.C.s 
* Operation Magic Carpet.” 

From Shanghai, 2,000 Jews were 
brought to Israel by ship and ‘plane in 
the first four saomths of 1949. More than 
500 Jews were flown to Israel from Bom- 
bay. Fifty per cent were Afghan Jews, 
the others, refugees from Europe. 

Some 400 Amorite and Yemenite Jews 
in Asmara, Eritrea, are to be flown to 
Israel shortly. Another air-lift operation 
will transport over 400 Jews—mainly 
natives of Iraq, Iran, and India-—-from 
Bahrein. on the Persian Gulf, to Israel.

Itzhak Levy, a 32-year-old Greek 
Jew and former member of the Elas 
resistance movement, was executed in 
Larissa a fortnight ago for Communist 
activities.

World Sanhedrin 
Proposed 
[By a JewisH Curonicre Reporter] 


A renewed appeal for discipline in the 
religious life of the community was made 
by the Chief Rabbi in his concluding 
address to the 8th Conference of Anglo- 
Jewish Preachers, in the Ernst Schiff Hall 
of the Great Synagogue. last week. Pro- 
ceedings up to the luncheon interval on 
Wednesday were reporied in last week's 
Jewtsu CHRonictt 

Before opening Wednesday afternoon's 
session. the Chairman, the Rev. 8S. Levy. 
welcomed the Rev. 1. Danglow, of 
Australia. who is visiting London 

In an address on “ Jewish Education 
a Re-examination of its Scope and Aims.” 
the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen said that the prob- 
lem of the Jewish child who received no 
religious and Hebrew insiruciion was 
to-day more acute than ever. 

lt could. he said. be brought home to 
parents that the acquisition Of. Jewish 
knowledge by their children was vital to 
their, happiness. Ax school and clsewhere 
they were the target of anti-Semitic attack 
they heard their people violently traduced. 
Modern psychology . siressed how a 
Spiritual injury of this nature in youth 
might seriously colour the after-years of 
a child. Jewish parents should be informed 
that there was only one way (o neutralise 
this harmful effect: by creating within the 
child's mind a healthy pride in his Jewish- 
ness. which would act as a shield agains 
attack 

A second new factor which must be 
taken into account when re-examining the 
scope and aims of Jewish education. said 
Dr. Cohen, was the emergence of Medina: 
Isracl! Hitherto, the teacher, hke the 
preacher. had been constrained to dwell 
upon ihe past as source ol insprration 
Without neglecting the pasi, they now 
had contemporaneous events, slirrmng in 
character, toreier (0 as a means of deepen- 
ing the Jewish consciousness and enthus- 
ing the Jewish spirr 

The discussion was opened by the Rev 
Dr. J. Rabbinowitz and Rabbi Isaac 
Cohen 


Primacy of the Bible 

Dr. Rabbinowinz said while he was 
second to none im his love for modern 
Hebrew. he vet mainiained that they must 
stress the primacy of place of the Bibiec 
and Prayer Book. of Midrash, Mishnah. 
and Talmud. in the sphere of Jewish edu- 
cation

The Rev. S. Black (St. Annes) opened 
the discussion, which was conunued Dy

The Rev. 1. Livinestone, as Hon. Secre 
tary of the Standing Commutice of the 
Conference. replying to observations by 
Rabbi Gelles (Finchley) said the Standing 
Commitice would meet at regular 
vals. as ut had done in the pasi,. to give 
consideration to matters arising from the 
Conference and to any proposals and sug- 
gestions that had been made 

On Wednesday evening, the Chief Rabb; 
and Mrs. Brodie gave an “ At Home “ at 
85S. Hamilton Terrace, 

On Thursday. papers were read. tol- 
lowed by discussions, by Rabbi J. Shachie: 
on “Zvi Hirsch Chajes and his Conception 
of Jewish Tradition.” and by Dr. J. Helle: 
on “ A Survey of Recent Jewish Luera- 
ture.” 

During this session, the announcement 
made by the Chief Rabbi that the Rev. S 
Levy had that day reached his 77th birth- 
day, was greeied with applause. 

Rabb: Bodie intimated that a number 
of suggested resolutions had been brough: 
to his notice and said he thought that they 


should adopt the previous practice ofl. 


making recommendations to the Standing 
Committee thal certaim resolutions should 
be framed and implemented where pos- 
sible.

But he did think, went On the Chief 
Rabbi that there was one particular reso- 
luiion which should come from tha: con- 
ference. and that was to send a message of 
greetings to the State of Israel on the 
oceasion of its admission to the United 
Nations. 

The Conference sen the following mes- 
sage to Dr. Weizmann: 

“The Conference of Angio-Jewrh Preachers 
has unanimously resolved to send its Warmest 
greetings and congratulations on Israels admis- 
sion to membership of the United Nations We 
pray that the Almighty will preserve the State 
We are confident that Isract with other nations 
will promote justice and peace throughout the 
world.” 

Rabbi Dr. Lehrman suggesied a resolu- 
tion seeking the authority of the Chief 
Rabbi to adopi the Israch pronunciation 
of Hebrew in. their synagogues and 
religion classes. lt was agreed that such 
resolutions were matters for the Sianding 
Committee. 

Rabbi Dr. Silverstone suggested another 
resolution, that their Chief Rabbi should 
be asked to get in contact with the Chiet 
Rabbi of Palestine so that he might tn 
due course call for a Synod of Rabbis of 
the whole world for the purpose of dis- 
cussing ways and means of making emen- 
dations in the law.

Ministers and Kashrut 

The Chief Rabbi went on to reer to the 
lerter which he had seni to all Ministers 
throughout the United Kingdom asking 
them, in the interests of kashrut, to refraim 
from attending any function where there 
was food not supervised by. or not under 
a kashrut commission. He was glad to 
cay that his colleagues had, with one of 
wo exceptions, heeded his requests 

Rabbi Brodie also referred with regret 
to the fact that there had been a consider- 
able increase in the number of broken 
Jewish family lives in this country. These 
conditions were not peculiar to the Jewish 
Community, but were a reflecuon of the 
general malaise of the age which had 
aflected morals, family life, and other 
<ocial relationships. But they claimed to 
be a peculiar people, and these things 
should not happen to them,

RABBI HARRIS 
COHEN 


Long Communal and 

Ministerial Career 
The death occurred in London on 
Tuesday of Rabbi Harris Cohen, 
Emeritus Minister of the Sioke Newing- 
ton Synagogue. 
Rabbi Cohen was 

80 years old. 
arris Cohen. 
who was born in 
Poland. came to 
this country when 
a small child. He 
was the son of the 
late Dayan Susman 
Cohen, and ihe 
grandson of Dayan 
Jacob Reanowitz. 
affectio 
ately known a5 
Rebbe Yankele 
He was educaicd 


at the Manchester: Jews School and at 


Jews’ College, London. 


After serving as minister of the 


Merthyr Congregation (when he was only 
19) and visiling minister to the Hanley 


and Derby Congrceations. Mr. Cohen 


was appointed minster at Nottingham, 
where he remained for thiricen years 
While at Notiingham, he was Lecture: 
in Semitics at University College 

In 1903 the Rev. H. Cohen was called 
to the Ministry of the Stoke Newington 


| Synagoguc, London. a post he occupied 
| till his retirement (on account of illness) 


in 1934. He led the congregation in 


charitable and social movements. 
The Stoke Newington Jewish Literary 
Society was founded by hum and he was 
ts first President. He was also a founder 
of the North London ag Bones Jewish 
Bovs and Girls; and was irman 
the North London Secondary School 
Girls’ J.R.E.B. Classes; a manager of 
the LCC. Schools (Central Hackney 
No. 2 Group of Schools); and Vice- 
President of the League of Nations 
Union. North Hackney. He also assisted 
in founding the Shoreditch and Hackney 
Synagogue. 
The Rabbi received his Rabbinica! 
Diploma in 1914 from both the late Chiet 
Rabbi. Dr. J. H. Hertz, and the bite 
Haham. Dr. M. Gaster. Rabb: Cohen 


Jewish Incurables. He was an ardent 
Z,onist since the carly days of the move- 
ment. 

Until very recently he was engaged on 
the writing of commentaries on the 
Mishna and on articles about his carly 
experiences. One such article appeared 
in THe Jewisn CHRONICLE six months 
ago.

At a buffet set up in 
the annex people queved with plates. 
each receiving a “ration” of two or 
three sandwiches and a piece of cake, the 
procedure rather recalling a school treat 
One can only wonder what impression 
this made on the Israch Minister:

Oppenheim's International Law (Lauter- 
pacht) Vol. | at page 124 states “ Recog- 
nition is impledly and indirectly given 
when an State enters officially into 
intercourse with the new, be ui by sending 
or receiving a diplomat cnvoy, or by 
concluding a treaty, or by any other act 
through winch tt becomes clear that there 
is an intention to treat the new State as 
ar. International Person.” 

While it is of course possible to have 
recognition under conditions, in the case 
of Israel recognition has been “withheld 
The attitude of His Majesty s 
ment in the United Kingdom, while per- 
forming the “Act of Recognition by 
the appointment of a Minister and in 
receiving one to the Court at St. James, 
and at the same time denying the curst- 
ence of recognition, causes one to apply 
the language of Euclid and exclaim “ It

LONDON ZIONISTS CELEBRATE 
ISRAEL’S ANNIVERSARY 


Hope for Anglo-Jewish Friendship 


[By a Jewisn CHronicie Reporter| 


One of the greatest Zionist gatherings 
that has ever taken place in this country 
was that held at the Winter Garden 
Theatre, Drury Lane, W.C.2, on Sunday 
afternoon, to mark the first anniversary 
ot the establishmeni of the State of Isracl. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M_P.. Chairman of 
the Zionist Federation of Great Britain 
and Ireland. whigh had organised the 
rally, presided. 

Mr. Janner said that to-day Israe! was 
accepied by the world as being worthy 
of taking its place, together with 
the other nations of the world. in fram- 
ing the future destiny of the peoples. 
He beleved that if the British people 
had knowledge of the facts. they would 
rise and acclaim the creation of the 
State of Israel and its admission into the 
United Nations as the oulstanding event 


lift up its voice on behalf of the people 
of Isracl in whatever land and among 
whatever people they might dwell. That. 
to his mind, was the great change that 
had come over the affairs of the Jewish 
people. The difficulties facing them 
were almost beyond description. Bui he 
believed that the word “ difficulty’ did 
not now occur in the dictionary they 
used in Israel and that the word 
“ impossible “ merely meant that the job 
would take a hitle longer time.

The 
problems of security still loomed large 
The projects of development. of natural 
resources and public undertakings would 
also claim a great deal of their resources 
and énergies. But. above all, this great 
problem of absorbing a constant sueam 
of mmmigration in numbers far exceed- 
ing any atiempted.by their own people 
ip the past or by any other country at 
the height of its growth: the necessity of 
providing for the social. cultural, and 
educational! imiegration of the newcomers 
and their chiidren; the necessity of pro- 
viding housing, developing land, objiain- 
ng agriculiural machinery and im- 
piements, fostering, assisting. and en- 
couraging the establishment of industries: 
developing a great tourist indusiry, 
preserving a decent standard of living 
for its labouring classes. and adopting its 
economy to a régime of constant growth 

all these tasks were such as could not 
possibly be faced by the young State with- 
out the knowledge that the mass of the 
Jewish people in all the lands of the 
Diaspora were with them and behind 
them. 

Mr. Clement Davies, K.C:. M.P.. sug- 
gested tha; that day should be regarded 
4s a holy day im the annals of the Jewish 
people. kt was a day of great rejoicing. 
But might he also suggest that it should 
be not so much a day of exultation as 
an occasion of thanksgiving and of 
prayer. For 40 years their predecessors 
had been in the wilderness. Thev had been 
tor over 1.800 years in the wilderness:

Mr R S. Crossman, M.P., said 
many of them had dreamt in the past 
that Israel would come to be a British 
Dominion, that they would incorporate 
Israe! within the British Commonwealth.

‘Justice Cohen presided over the 
function, which was held under the egis 
of the Legal Group of the Friends of 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem to 
foster interest in, and support of, the 
Law Faculty of the University.

State of Isracl, Lord Justice Cohen said 
he thought there was hardly a Jew in this 
country who did not rejoice that His 
Majesty's Government had accorded re- 
cognition to the State of Isracl, who did 
mt wish that State well, who was not 
proud that it had been able in the twelve 


months of its existence to provide a sanc- 


tuary for afflicted Jewry from Europe and 
elsewhere, or who doubted that i would 
make a valuable contribution to the 
speritual life of the world. 

On the foundation-sione laid in 1918 
there had arisen a magnificem structure. 
If it was not yet perfect in all its parts, 
much had been accomplished in a very 
short time, and one of the objects for 
which they were assembled that evening 
was to enable Jewish lawyers in this 
country to contribute to the establish- 
ment of a Faculty of Law in the Un- 
versity. 

English law, said Lord Justice Cohen, 
had become entwined in the fabric of 
the law hitherto in force in Pales- 
Une, and the fabric was all the eer 
for that thread. The other abject of t 
gathering was to welcome Dr. Eliash to 
this country. It seemed to them appro- 
priate that the legal section of the Friends 
of the Hebrew University should extend 
a special welcome to one who was ——— 
the leaders of the Bar in Palestine an 


the first President of the Jewish Bar 
Association in that country.

Levy, K.C.. and Mr. Hyman Isaacs (in 
the absence of Lord Nathan, who had 
met with an accident). 

Dr. Eliash, in repty. said that the Law 
Faculty at the Hebrew University had a 
very significant task before nu.

The-toast of “ The Hebrew University 
and its Law Faculty” was proposed by

reflections were behind them and they 
were now united in a desre to see as 
early as possible a resumption of full, 
firm, and cordial relations between this 
country and Israel. There were things 
which both parties would have to forget. 
But. they, as lawyers in this country, ven- 
tured to think and to hope that u would 
be of great moment to the legal profession 
in Israel if they could continue, not to 
adopt, but at least to study, a system of 
law which had given jusiice--and nol 
only justice, but so great a measure of 
freedom—to the people of this country. 

Sir William Fitzgerald, K.C., former 
Chief Justice of Palestine, said that the 
main object of the Council. of Legal 
Studies was to train the youth of Palestine 
in the science of jurisprudence and to 
inculcate in them the great traditions of a 
great profession. 

It was obvious, he said, that the 
approach of the Legal Faculty of the 
Hebrew Universty must differ from that 
of the old Law Council], embracing as 
it did the advocates of three different 
systems of jurisprudence. But he saw no 
cause for regret in that. It was fitting 
that this Faculty of Law which they 
hoped to establish in the University 
should give due reverence to Jewish tradi- 
tion and to Jewish law which had first 
given the rule of law to civilisation. 
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In his reply. Professor Norman Bent. 
wich, former Attorney-General in Pales- 
une, that after a year of great trml 
and stress the Hebrew University was in 
very good health. Now that thei students 
were demobilised, teaching had begun 
again. The Law Faculty would be 
opened at the beginning of the nea 
academic year, and they hoped very soon 
—perhaps in a few weeks-—-to ect back 
to their own building. 

It was at the very beginning of the 
British Administration, he said—in the 
days when Lord Samuel was High Com- 
missioner—that the Government had 
decided to pr law classes. Ai that 
ume they had some halfa-dozen lawyers 
in Palestine, not particularly well trained 
or qualified. He beheved that las year, 
when the British Administration ended, 
there were 1,000 Jewish lawyers, many 
of whom had been trained in Palestine. 
Those law classes had provided not only 
for Jews, but also for Arabs, and-——what 
was then a bold innovation—for women 
as weil as for men. 

One of the subjects, he said, in the 
programme of the first year for the 
students, was the principles of English 
law. Their selected students would karn 
the principles of four sysiems of law 
Jewish law. the civil law. Islamic lw, 
and English law. 

The special cause which the Friends of 
the Hebrew University were puiting 
before them that evening was that Jewish 
lawyers in England should take a responsi- 
bility for endowing and maintaining this 
Lectureship in English Law. The Hebrew 
Universty was, and would become more 
amd more, the. principal link between 
Israci| and the nations of the world.

KEHILLA SET UP IN 
BUENOS AIRES 


Self-Appointed Leadership 


[From our Correspondeni| 


BUENOS AIRES 

For the first time, a Jewish Kehilla 
has been established in Buenos Aires to 
represent the city’s 200,000 Jews. The 
Chevra Kadisha which, for many years. 
acted as the representative y of 
Buenos Aires Jewry, has now proclaimed 
“self the “ Ashkenazi Kehilla of Buenos 
Aires.” 

The Progressive and Zionist sections 
of the community have expressed criti- 
cism at the dictatorial methods adopted 
to set up the Kehilla. They maintain 
that the leadership should be democrati- 


cally elected instead of self-appointed. 


They are also demanding a progressive 
system of communal taxation. 

Ahkhough it ts one of.the largest com- 
munities in Diaspora, Argentinian 
Jewry, because of its cosmopolitan 
character, has hitherto encountered great 
difficulties in its efforts at constructive 
communal work. There are Jews from 
every country in Buenos Aires, speaking 


more than languages. 
No Co-operation 
Twenty-five cent of Argentinian 


Jews are of fardi origin, including 

oups from Turkey. Syria, Greece, 
Sersues, Palestine, France, and Britain. 
All attempts to achieve co-operation 
between Ashkenazim and Scfardim have 
been unsuccessful, and even for Zionist 
purposes they marntain their separate in- 
stitutions. 

The Buenos Aires district of “ Once ™ ts 
the self-made ghetto of the Sefardim where 
the majority of the inhabitants are pros- 
perous businessmen, mainiy in the textile 
trade. Here they have a large synagogue, 
several smalier houses of prayer, and a 
school catering for 500 children. They 
are extremely observant. Nearly all close 
their shops on the Sabbath. 

As a conservative group (with an Ash- 
kenazi Orthodox Rabbi at their head), it 
is dificuk to miterest them in matters 
other than religous. [hey are not in- 
terested. in Zionism and, despite their 
prosperity, do littie to assist the State 
of Israel. 

The Ashkenazi community, composed 
mainly of descendants of immigrants who 
came here at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, more progressive The youth, 
particularly, are interested in the State 


of israel and a number have joined the. 


Isracli Army. Others are preparing ‘to 
settle in Kibbutzim.

MAUTHAUSEN CAMP TO 
BE PRESERVED

JEWISH LANGUAGES 
IN EUROPE 


Dr. Birnbaum’s Address 


[By Jewisn Curonicie Reporter| 


Dr. S. A. Birnbaum, Lecturer at the 
School of Oriental and African Studies. 
made a survey of the Jewish languages 
ot Eastern Europe (excluding Yiddish). 
im an address to the Jewish Academic 
Society on Sunday evening at 680, Finch 
ley Road, N.W.1i. Rabbi Dr. E. Munk 
presided. 

About half of the twenty Jewries of 
the world lived in Eastern Europe, Dr 
Birnbaum said, and the language they 
al had in common for purposes of read- 
ing and ae was Hebrew. Another 
language which they had in common. 
and which was wsually forgotten. was 
Aramax, or more exactly the group of 
Aramaic languages Apart from these 
languages, cach of them had a vernacular 
own 

Ihe number of Jewish languages in 
Eastern Europe—two had become extinct 
m recent years--was cleven, said Dr 
Birnbaum. The most important was Yid- 
dish. which he was lcaving oul because 
it was the language of their own group, 


ihe Ashkenazim. 


Mountain Jews 


Starung in the East Caucasian region, 
tere were the so-called Mouniain Jews 
whose language was called Tatic, which 
had three constituents: Semitic. Iranian 
and Turki. The third constitucnt was of 
considerable imporiance and should not 
be conltused with what was known as 
Turkish, only one member of the large 
gioup of Turki languages 

Turning westwards, they came to the 
Crimea, where Jews had lived since pre- 
Chrisuan times. To this nucieus were 
added immigrants—the Khazars. the im- 
migrants from Asta. and the Ashkenazim 
An official fusion took place with the 
native Byzantine community and so the 
Crimchak group originated. The Crim- 
chak language was of Turki stock. A 
near relation was the vernacular of the 
Crimean Karaites, called Chaliai. in 
which the Karattes had a small bierature 
of rehgious poetry and translations 

From the fourtecnih century onwards 
there had been Karaites in Lithuania 
and Poland. language was Kara. 
These Northern Karaites produced a 
emall literature in Hebrew. The Balkan 
Karaites, a thitd group, produced great 
scholars in the 15th and 16th centuries. 
In the same region were an even older 
Jewish Community, the Yevanic group, 
partly submerged by the Sefardic immi- 
gration, but some remnants of which had 
survived im various Greek towns and in 
Constantinople. Their vernacular had 
been completely neglected by Jewish 
scholars 


Origin of Sefardit 


The language of the Sefardim was 
Jidvo or Judezmu. while the term Ladino 
was used by them to designate the archan 
language of the T nach translation and 
the traditional literature. Its present 
form was the result. of long develop- 
ment. so that the pronunciation of the 
Sefardim was, contrary to popular belief, 
by no means nearer the ancent Hebrew 
than that of the Ashkenazim 

The elements of Jidvo were Hebrew 
Aramaic, Spanish (which was the material 
basis of the language), and Arabic 

Dr. Birnbaum dealt with the social! his- 
tory of Jidyo and the ‘atiempts to sub- 
siitute the Turkish language for it from 
1840) onwards

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THE Western Military Governors in Bern 
have now accepted the new Basic Law for 
Western Germany, which incorporates the 
British, French, and American Zones. About 
$0,000,000 Germans are thus being asked to 
conform to what, after months of bargaining 
and discussion, should become the Constitu- 
tion of a post-Hitler German State. The 
details of the last-minute changes in the 
Basic Law have not yet reached London, but 
the available Draft shows some vital omus- 
sions, and altogether, with the exception of 
the lofty sentiments of the opening articles, 
it bears the distinct marks of a hastily 
prepared document. 


While everyone, whether Jew or non-Jew, 
will readily approve of these opening articles, 
dealing as they do with the “inviolable 
rights" of man and “equality before the 
Law.” as well as other basic rights of the 
individual, there will be many misgivings 
ever other parts of the Constitution, more 
for what it omits than for what it contains. 
From a Jewish point of view, the Draft in 
its present form 1s disappointing. In particu- 


‘Jar. it fails to abrogate officially and in 


set terms the former Nuremberg and other 
anti-Jewish laws which Hitler introduced. 
It may be argued that the absence of dis- 
criminatory laws in the Constitution ts in 
itself a safeguard, but that is to overlook 
the power of precedent. Who can doubt 
that if a knotty problem arises, as it is sure 


‘to, the Germans will appeal to precedent ? 


But the only precedent now 1s, of course, 
to be found in the laws immediately preced- 
ing the Constitution. Those who are con- 
versant with the history of East European 
countries will remember that years after the 
disappearance of the Tsar and his anti-Jewish 
legislation numerous restrictions of his mak- 
ing were still in force. They were readily 
used as “ precedent™ in Poland and Rumania 
despite the existence of the Minority 
Treaties and Democratic Constitutions. 


it is not yet known clearly whether this 
Constitution will entirely supersede the 
existing Occupation Statutes, and if so in 
what way, nor does there appear to be any 
allowance or qualification made for contin- 
gencies or obligations arising from the 
future Peace Treaty. But even a cursory 
glance at the Draft reveals that in many 
ways it contains even fewer guarantees 
against discrimination than do the Statutes 
and Proclamations issued since 1945 by the 
Military Governors. No provision is made 
for such an eventuality as the reappearance 
of a known war criminal. The Nazi Party 
is, most surprisingly, not formally made 
illegal, and although by a last-minute 
amendment former Nazis are believed to 
have been rendered. ineligible to stand as 
candidates for the future German Parlia- 
ment, they are not debarred for any period 
at all as electors. Article 22a states that all 
parties “shall participate in forming the 
political will of the people,’ which naturally, 


offers an opportunity for an open revival of 


Nazism. The only safeguard is the declara- 
tion which lays it down that the internal 
organisations of these parties “must con- 
form to. democratic principles.” Anyone 
with the slightest memory of Nazi activity, 
and knowledge ofthe manner in which the 
Nazis gained power in Germany before the 
war, must feel that such a safeguard ts un- 
likely to prove effective. Equally vague and 
unsatisfactory are the articles which deal with 
justice in the future Germany. They lack 
strength, displaying no desire even so much 
as to condemn the miscalied justice of 
National Socialism, In this, too, the Draft 
is much weaker and less courageous than, 
for instance, the Proclamation, issued by 
the Allied Control Council in 1945, dealing 
with the judicial system of occupied Ger- 
many. Fully aware of the political inclina- 
tions of the people they were legislating for, 
and the prevailing German ™ principles of 
justice,” Allied Control! Council explicitly 
cancelled “all sentences under the 
National Socialist régime for political, racial, 
or religious reasons.” The same Prociama- 


tion further prohibited the determination by — 


any German Covrt of any crime 

analogy” or by the se-called “sound 
pular instinct” as heretofore provided 
the German Criminal Code. Furthermore, 


a subsequent Proclamation, to which Field- 


Marshal MONTGOMERY his signature, 
issued on September 25, 1945, declared that 
“the National Socialist Party and its organs 
are ‘completely and finally’ abolished.” 
Now, any reflection of this is entirely absent 
from the present Draft, which displays an 
ominous reluctance even to mention the words 
National Socialism. Moreover, one of the out- 
standing crimes of the German people, for 
whom the framers of the Draft are now 
legislating, was the act of stealing virtually 
ali the property they occupied under the 
“racial™ laws and robbing every owner 
they murdered. Yet, not a word is devoted 
to the question of restitution to the millions 
of victims—Jews, Russians, French, Poles— 
who were imprisoned or murdered. Nor is 
there any reminder of German culpability 
before the world and history, which every 
democratic person would expect to find in 
a document no doubt intended to set the 
seal on the “ re-education” of those guilty 
of such heinous crimes. 


If anything, the German type of nation- 
alism—the main source of Germany's aggres- 
sive wars—is encouraged rather than .dis- 
couraged by the giving of full rights of 
organisation and activity to all political 
parties. It is obvious that however lofty its 
sentiments and ideas, and however excel- 
lently expressed, no written Constitution 
can of itself make a people really demo- 
cratic. True democracy has to be in the 
heart and mind of a people. And so it is 
the duty of the Allies, ut they desire Ger- 
many to become a really decent member of 
the family of European nations, to frame 
and insist on a Constitution which will 
truly guide the Germans to that end. The 
Weimar Constitution, adopted just 30 years 
ago, was much more explicit in its deter- 
mination to make the Germans break with 
their Hohenzollern past than the present 
Bonn Constitution is in making post- 
Hitler Germany abandon the Nazi ideo- 


logy. THomas Mann, who probably knows. 


Germany better than any other person, 
stated in London this week that anti- 
Semitism continued to grow in Germany, 
and that he did not advise Jews to go back 
there. Whether Germany will ever again be 
a country where Jews would wish to live ts 
more than doubtful; but that the present 
Basic Law—probably unintentionally—will 
make Germany a country fit for the Nazis to 
live. in is, unfortunately, much more likely. 


In dealing with the Germans during the 
present century, the world has made 
countless blunders. One fears that if the 
present Draft .is left without introducing 


the vital changes necessary for the re-edu- 


cation of the Germans—and therefore for 
the benefit of the world at large—another 
grave blunder will have been committed. 


SPITE AND SPIRIT 


ONE of Israel's first actions as a member 
of the United Nations was to take part last 
week in the debate on the future of the 
former Italian colonies, and the Israeli repre- 
sentative, Mr. Auprey Esan, in the free and 
proper discharge of his duties, voted against 
the proposal for a United Kingdom trustee- 
ship in Cyrenaica. No one will, nor, 
indeed, could, cavil at his exercise of his 
right in this respect, for Israel is a free and 
independent nation, with all the rights and 
privileges in world councils that go with 
that status. It is understandable that the 
Israeli, in the light of the aberrations of 
British policy in Palestine (which we our- 
selves have never hesitated to criticise forth- 
rightly), should feel that there might be 
some case against British tutelage of a terri- 


tory in trust, but that doubt could have been | 


expressed in more moderate terms, even by 
a simple vote without necessarily joining in 
debate, than Mr. EBan appears to have per- 
mitted himself. His speech amounted to a 
charge in advance of bad faith by Britain— 
the fallacy of post hoc ergo propter hoc. It 
is a pity that such an occasion should have 
been used, when diplomatic sensitivities are 
raw, to appear to be “having a crack” at 
Britain simply for the sake of doing so, by 
suggesting, for example, that strategic con- 
siderations would weigh more heavily with 
the United Kingdom than the basic interests 
of the country. To the British way of think- 
ing, the two are closely interwoven. What- 
ever may have been the failings of the Man- 
datory Government in Palestine—and, let it 
be repeated, there have been failings, too, on 
the part of the Jews——it cannot be denied by 
any honest student of affairs that this country 


has an outstandingly good record in colonial 
administration, and that under its rule many 
backward territories have won to equal part- 
nership in the Commonwealth of Nations 
and a standard of civilisation and well- 
being they would hardly otherwise have 
attained. 


For all Jews, apart from this, there are 
other considerations. Israel holds a special 
regard in their eyes, not from the political 
viewpoint (for Israel's politics must, for good 
or ill, remain its own) but from a sentimental 
and above all a spiritual standpoint. Jewry 
in the Diaspora should, by the same token, 
be held in special regard by Israci, but there 
is some danger that, in the first flush of en- 
thusiastic establishment, this plain truth is 
being obscured. Great hopes are being 
centred on Israel by world Jewry, and the 
unique position has arisen of the eager pour- 
ing into the new State of material aid simply 
in the hope of drawing a spiritual dividend. 
For the fulfilment of both aspects of this 
altruistic bargain it is necessary to move in a 
calm climate. Gratuitous embarrassments to 
all parties, and not least to Jews in the Galut, 
should not be sought, if only, to put it at 
its lowest, for reasons of prudence and self- 
interest. And this applies not only to the 
Israeli, the consummation of whose hopes 
depends so largely now upon good will, but 


_ also to all Jews, particularly those who, 


eagerly greeting the new dawn, are inclined 
to accept uncritically—in the spirit of “ Israel 
right or wrong “—everything that country 
may do or say. Even if the temptation is 
great to return spite with spite, it should be 
resisted, for reasons of conscience and of 
the spirit, which, as all students of history 
know, generally turn out in the long run to 


be far more “practical” than the baser 
considerations. 


LAW FACULTY 


It is right and natural that British Jewry 


should delight to honour Dr. Morpecnal 


Etasu, the first representative in this country 
of the State of Israel. Dr. Eviasn’s warm 
welcome among us has been due not only to 
diplomatic and official reasons. His personal 
qualities and characteristics make him one 
whom we instinctively take to our hearts as a 
true representative of all that is finest in the 
Jewish tradition. A leading feature of that 
tradition has always been the association of 
religion with law, of spiritual truth with prac- 
tical jurisprudence. It is, therefore, no mere 
coincidence that Dr. Eitasn should combine 


-deep picty and religious learning with the wide 


experience and knowledge of a renowned mem- 
ber of the legal profession. The connection 
between these complementary aspects of Jewish 
life was admirably demonstrated at the meeting 
(which is reported on page 9) which the Legal 


_ Group of the Friends of the Hebrew. Univer- 


sity held in Dr. Extasa’s honour this week. 
This distinguished gathering, over which Lord 
Justice COHEN presided, was attended by many 
Anglo-Jewish legal luminaries as-well as by 
eminent persons—-both Jewish and non-Jewish 
——-who have laid the foundations of the system 
of law and justice now being developed in the 
Holy Land. The concepts common to both 
Jewish and English law—often deriving from 
the same inspired source in the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures—formed the theme of several brilliant 
speeches. Everything that can be done to 
develop further the influence of these concepts, 
which also constitute the fundamental basis of 
modern civilisation, deserves the warmest en- 
couragement. One of the surest means of 
accomplishing this purpose is to help the work 
of the newly-established Faculty of Law at the 


Hebrew University. 


PREACHERS AND GUIDANCE 


A rePpoRT of the later proceedings at last 
week's Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers 
appears on page 5. The desire to come to 
grips with present-day problems in a practical 
manner seems to have continued to animate 
the assembly. Anxiety was expressed that dis- 
cussions should not end in mere talk. The 
Rev. I. Livincstone, the Hon. Secretary, gave 
the assurance that the Standing Committee 
would meet regularly. He also. referred 
to the frequent meetings of a closely associated 
body, the Union of Anglo-Jewish Preachers. 
It was urged that the Conference should pass 
definite resolutions on such matters as the pro- 
posal for a universal Sanhedrin to reinterpret 
traditional religious law, and such resolutions 
would certainly have given more point and 
substance to the general feeling of the Con- 
ference. But at any rate a recommendation 
was made to the Standing Committee that 
resolutions should be framed and implemented 
where possible. By way of continuation, the 
community will look for a vigorous and ener- 
getic handling of the various problems which 
the preachers debated. Unless our preachers 
fix concrete shape to the counsels which they 
address to one another, their exhortations to the 
laity will remain more honoured in the breach 
than the observance. In this connection, how- 


ever, it must be recognised that not al! 
have the status and authority of 
abbis. It may be that the Rabbis in their 
midst should join together for the special 
consideration of, say, Halachic matters. But 
a particular responsibility for official guidance 
and leadership on questions of Jewish law must 
devolve upon the Beth Din, the Court of the 
Chief Rabbi. The Chairman of the Beth Din 
is, of course, the Cuter Rass, who is also 
President of the Preachers’ Conference. The 
other members of the Beth Din are Dayanim 
ABRAMSKY, GRUNPELD, and Morris Swirr. It 
is regrettable, therefore, that both Dayan 
ABRAMSKY and Dayan GRUNFELD were unable, 
owing to absence abroad, to attend the Con- 
ference and give it the benefit of their spiritual 
guidance. Unfortunately, also, Dayan Apram- 
sky will, before long, be reaching the age for 
retirement, while Dayan Morris Swirt has 
just accepted a “call” to South Africa. In all 
these circumstances, the need for ensuring a 
vigorous and inspiring directive of Orthodox 
endeavour—especially with regard to the appli- 
cation of religious tradition to modern life— 
assumes particular importance. | 


SEX IN JEWISH LAW 


Tue “ harshness and stringency ~ of many of 
the Jewish laws relating to sex formed the subject 
of a surprisingly ill-informed lecture delivered 
recently by Dr. NORMAN Haire, reported on page 
15 of this issue. Because, he said, the divorce laws 
in Israel are expected to be based on Orthodox 
Jewish laws (on what else would they be likely 
to be based 7) he concludes that they may have 
“ some ver) there—" they 
would see people st or burnt for adultery.” 
There is. of course. an astonishing confusion of 
thought here. The civil laws relating to divorce 
are by no means identical with the criminal laws 
relating to adultery. Indeed, it may be argued 
that if the guilty party is to be put to death, there 
is little necessity for proceeding with the legal 
niceties of divorce! Dr. Haire goes on to 
support his case by citing an account from 
another source of how a Jewish widow in Spain 
in the 14th century, who was charged with having 
relations with a Gentile, was ordered by the 
Rabbi to have her nose cut off in order to make 
her no longer acceptable to her lover. The story 
may well be true. But, apart from the case's total 
lack of relevance to to-day'’s events, has Dr. 
Hate considered what measure of mercy was 
accorded to offenders by peoples other than 
Jews 600 years ago? Is he aware that whereas 
capital punishment among Jews had fallen into 
virtual desuetude even in Rabbinic days, English 
law, until 1827, still inflicted the death penalty 
for certain kinds of theft? And would he suggest 
that if Israeli Jaw were based on obsolete English 
law we should, as a consequence, see all our 
juvenile delinquents hanged? The truth of the 
matter is, of course, that in sex laws, as in sexual 
hygiene, the Jews have been much in advance of 
their contemporaries. It was the Jews who, when 
polygyny was practised by every Eastern people. 
adopted monogamy even while a plurality of 
wives was still legally permissible. It was the 
Jews who dignified the virtuous woman, whose 
price was above rubies, when other more primi- 
tive races regarded their womenfolk as of less 
consequence than their beasts of burden. . To 
anticipate in Israel a recurrence of the occasional 
brutalities of which our remote ancestors were 
sometimes guilty is as little reasonable as to 
expect a modern Briton to appear in public in a 
neat covering of woad. 


A RIGHTEOUS PROSELYTE 


One of the familiar petitions in the Amidah 
prayer is that which asks for the Divine bless- 
ing on the righteous, the leaders of the com- 
munity, the scholars, and all those who from 
conviction join the House of Israel. It is highly 


‘significant that this special list includes the 
In the times 


sincere and righteous proselyte. 
of ancient heathenism, when this prayer was 
formulated, hundreds of thousands of persons 
became attached-to the Jewish faith and way 
of life. Many famous religious teachers were 
proselytes, and multitudes of proselytes proved 
their sincerity by martyrdom. In medieval and 
modern times, the force of historical and social 
circumstances made Jewish law extremely 
cautious in recognising conversions to Judaism. 
From time to time, however, proselytes of 
righteousness have added lustre to Jewish 
records. Among those of recent years have 
been such notable figures as the writer AIME 
PALLIERE and the tess ELISHEVA. Just two 


_ centuries ago, a famous proselyte sealed his 


devotion to Judaism by martyrdom. On May 
24, 1749, the second day of Shavuot, Count 
VALENTINE PoTocki was burned at the stake 
at Vilna. His was a remarkable story of 
romance and heroism. As a young Polish 
nobleman studying in Paris, he became inte- 
rested in Judaism, and later went to Amsterdam, 
where he formally embraced the Jewish faith. 
and assumed the name of Abraham ben 
Abraham. Afterwards he lived in a Polish 
ghetto as a pious Jew until he was denounced 
to the Government authorities. After a lengthy 
imprisonment he was burnt at the stake. His 
memory was kept alive in oral tradition by 
East European Jewry, in times when fear of 
the censor prevented any written records being 
made. The voice of Vilna Jewry has now been 


silenced, yet the Jewish people will long hold 


in honoured recollection the name of Count 
VALENTINE POTOCKI.

TWO NOVELS 


The Death of the Nightingale. By 

Berry Robert Hale. 4%s. 
By Emit Lupwic. Hutchin-

Her new novel, “ The Death of the 
Nightingale,” will enhance Mrs. Miller's 
reputation, already high among con- 
noisseurs. It is rare among novelists to 
find such subtle awareness of emotional 
climate and human motivation matched 
by precise control of a silverpoint tech- 
nique. Mrs. Miller has the cye of an 
artist—the seeing ecye—excluding and 
recording with a tranced receptivity to 
the impact of sensuous impression. Her 
central character, Professor Newman 
Cain, hives the tensely-focused, precisely- 
ordered, socially and intellectually exclu- 
sive life of the philosopher whose work 
is his life, and u is the story of his 
daughter's love for a young man whose 
mother he himself had loved a genera- 
ion earlier which is here unfolded in a 
series of skilful involutions backwards 
and forwards in time. 

If, now and again, passages of descrip- 
tion, satisfying and exciting as they are 
in themselves, act as a brake on the pro- 
gress of the story, the mounting tension 
is nevertheless sustained and reaches its 
climax in the interlude in the ghost- 
haunted Cork garden, where Rose O'Far- 
rell tells her son the full story of that 
earlier love affair. This passage of pure 
narrative, stripped of all trimming and 
vibrating with the powerful emotion 
generated like the rays of visible heat 
beiween mother and son, seems to point 
forward to a new phase in Mrs. Miller's 
work. 


More Spacious Method 


Emil Ludwig has employed the style 
and method of his earlier biographies to 
tell the story of Othello. But the theme 
stated by Seabomuare in the starkly 
simple terms of human emotion, is here 
built up by the novelist’s more leisurely 
and spacious methods, against a back- 
ground of renaissance political and com- 
mercial intrigue, and racial persecution 
rather than jealousy is its central theme. 
The figures of Titian, Tintoretio, and 
Monteverdi are lightly sketched in, but 
they have no relevance to the plot, and 
no more reality than crowd figures in a 
costumie film. Although the final tragedy 
of jealousy and. murder is logically 
planned and achieved, its impact is, by 
the inevitable comparison with Shakes- 
peares great tragedy, lamentably short 
of “ pity and terror.” 


JEWISH TRAVELLERS 


Jewish Merchant Adventurers: A 
Study of the Radanites. By Rass; Pror. 
L. Raprinowitz. Edward Goldston. 15s.

The term Radanites is unfamiliar to 
the Jewish man-in-the-street and it is 

obable that very many Jewish scholars 

d never heard it. Outside the Jewish 
Community it is still less familiar, being 
unknown even to many geographers. Yet 
it should be one of great interest to both 
Jew and non-Jew, and especially to those 
interested in geography and commercial 
economics, not to mention the romance 
For the Radanites, 
whose stor abbi L. Rabinowitz 
sketches in brief outline, were the very 
pioneers of international travel, pioneers 
not as travellers, from one country to its 
neighbour or even within Christendom 
or within Islam, but travellers frequené 
and im a sense organised, who passed in 
one continuous succession for two cén- 
turies from the Eastern shore of the 
Atlantic across half the world, through 
mysterious, almost unknown lands, to 
far Cathay and back again. 


Maintaining Contact 


Their primary purpose was trade, but 
incidentally they performed other func- 
tions. One of them was to keep con- 
tact between the scattered Jewries of the 
Diaspora, and also of the Yishuv—for 
stretched out on the long roads that the 
Radanites traversed were one Jewish 
centre after another—to keep up com- 
munication between the Jews of France 
and Spain and those of India and China 
and with the scores of Jewish Communi- 
ties that lay between these extremes. So 
far as. political boundaries were con- 
cerned these Jewish merchant travellers 
were free to pass to and fro. The insur- 
mountable barriers that separated the 
Empire from Islam and Islam from the 
Far East did not exist for them, for they 
were privileged by both Christian and 
Moslem rulers, and im return it was 
through the hands of these Jewish mer- 
chant travellers that the products of the 
East were br to Europe. nci- 
dentally, Rabbi Rabinowitz in his narra- 
tive helps to solve the mysteries of the 
Chinese Jews and those of Cochin. He 
believes them to be the last remnants of 
the world-wide Jewish settlements which 
the visits of the Radanites kept in touch 
with their coreligionists in other lands.

FUTURE OF THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


By Professor NORMAN BENTWICH 
Se HE meeting of the Board of made with medical teaching of under- 


Governors of the Hebrew Univer- 

~ Sity is being held in Jerusalem 
this month. It is likely to be the most 
momentous of all the meetings of the 
Board, which was established in 1925, 
immediately after the opening of the 


~ University. 


The Board has not yet met in Jeru- 
salem; and it is a perverse fate that it 
may not be able to hold its sessions in 
the halis of the University on Mount 
Scopus. At the moment of writing, the 
University buildings are in the Arab 
area; and access to them is narrowly 
restricted to a convoy which goes up 
every fortnight from Jewish Jerusalem. 
taking the police and the workers who 
occupy them and the Hadassah Hospital. 

The University had to find a temporary 
habitation in the Christian College of 
Terra Sancta, which is on the borders of 
the Jewish quarter of the town. 


Fundamental Questions 


The Board of Governors has for its 
Chairman Dr. Weizmann, the President 
of the State; for its Vice-Chairman, Pro- 
fessor Brodetsky, and for its permanent 
representative in Jerusalem, Sir Leon 
Simon, who has been for three years the 
Chairman of the Executive Committec. 
The other English members include Vis- 
count Samuel, Mr. James de Rothschild, 
Dr. Redcliffe Salaman, Mr. Harry Sacher, 
Professor Sir Henry Cohen, and Mr. 
Victor Gollancz. 

The Board will have to consider 
fundamental questions. The status and 
functions of the University cannot but 
be radically affected by the creation of 
the State. In addition to its present 
functions of being the principal insti- 
tute of higher learning, and the principal 
centre of scholarly and _— scientific 
research in Palestine, the University will 
now have to prepare civil servants and 
administrators, doctors and lawyers. 
teachers and scientists, for the rapidly- 

rowing community in the land of Israc!. 

t will be, too, in a higher degree than 
formerly, the intellectual and spiritua! 
centre of the Jewish people everywhere, 
linking the renaissance in Israel with the 
Jewish communities of the Diaspora. 

Its immediate programme of expansion 
includes the opening of the Medica] 
School, which had to be postponed for 
a year because of the calamity in April, 


1948. when the designated heads of the - 


Schoo! were killed in a convoy ambushed 
by the Arabs. Yet, a beginning has been 


graduates by the institution this term of 
courses for those students in the Israch 
Forces who had some preliminary traim- 
ing. 

Another major development will be 
the opening of a faculty of law in the 
next academic year, to provide the judges, 
the magistrates, and the advocates for 
the nation. That step has been decided 
upon by the Senate of the University 
and approved by the Executive Council 
in Jerusalem. It has now to be con- 
firmed by the Board of Governors; and 
steps have been taken to appoint some 
of the staff in anucipation. 

One other development required by 
the new circumstances is the expansion 
of the Department of Economic, Social, 
and Politieal Sciences. The need for thar 
calls for no argument; and the Board of 
Governors will be asked to approve the 
appointment of professors and lecturers, 
of whom one, Dr. Patinkin, from 
America, is the yOungest in any faculty. 

The enlargement the science buiid- 
ings in order to prepare for the Medical 
School was approved at the lasi meetin 
of the Board in New York, in 1947. 
The work of construction was begun at 
the end of that year, but has been inter- 
rupted since the early months of 1948. 
It will be one of the urgent items on 
the building programme as soon as that 
can be resumed. ' 


Financial Problems 


Another aspect of the growth of the 
University, which will call for most 
thorough examination by the Board, is 
financial support. Hitherto, the Unnver- 
sity has been maintained almost entirely 
by the voluntary contributions of groups 
of “ Friends” in many countries. But 
the Budget during the last ten years has 
risen from £100,000 to £500,000. Dur- 
ing the last two years it has become 
impossible for the University to balance 
its budget: and the authorities in Jeru- 
salem have been forced to borrow. Some 
help from the young State is to be ex- 
pected. The British Mandatory Govern- 
ment of Palestine made only small and 
occasional contributions for specific pur- 
poses. The Government of Israc! will 
surely follow the example of modern 
Siates in recognising the vital place of 
the University in the nationa! hfe, and 
treating its maintenance and growth as 
a major responsibility. 

At the same time, it is not to be ex- 
pected, nor would it be to the good, 
that the University should become a 
State institution. ¢ examples of State 


Universities in European countries are 
a warning against the attempt by «a 
Government to control academic appornt- 
ments or academic policy. The example 
of the help given by the British Govern- 
ment to British Universities may be fol- 
lowed. 

At the same time, it must be recog: 
nised that the University is not only the 
supreme cducationa! instytution of Israel, 
but also the intellectual centre of the 
whole Jewish people. It has, therefore, 
a right to continuous and much more 
generous support from the Jewish com- 
munities outside Isracl. and to more 
generous endowment than it has yet 
obiained. 


Rich Men's Remiseness 


It is striking that, with a few indi- 
vidual exceptions, a Jews, who 
have done great things for university 
education in Europe and America have 
hitherto done little for the one Hebrew 
University in the world. Splendid plans 
have been worked out for the establsh- 
ment of a University City on Scopus, 
which would include residential colleges 
for the students. houses for the Univer- 
sity and Hospital staff, and a sports 
ground, and, ultimaicly, other imstitutes 
of higher learning. It would be for the 
Board lo consider what steps can be 
taken to initiate the execution of that 
plan, in the expectation that the number 
of undergraduate students, which in the 
year 1947-8, before the outbreak of the 
war. had reached 1,000. will be doubied 
ym the near future. Not only does the 
vast immigration involve a great increase 
in the demand for university teaching in 
Isracl, but the growing attraction of 
the National Home to Jewish youth 
everywhere will mean that contingents of 
students will come from the English- 
speaking communities. 

Another big problem before the meci- 
ing will be the Constitution of the Uni- 
versity and the composition of | its 

overning body. At the last meeting, a 
Draft Constitution, with an Ordinance. 
reguiations and siatutes, was generally 
approved, and relerfed to a sub-com- 
mitice. At that time, was expected 
that the Mandatory Government of 
Palestine would enact the legislation. 

For 25 years t University has 
developed without a written constitution. 
That was perhaps as well. In the English 
way it has created organs and authori- 
ties to meet changing circumstances, with- 
out being bound by any written imstru- 
ment. The time has come, however, 
when the powers and functions of the 


Board of Gov the Senate, and the 
Executive Council id be defined. — 

in the nature of things, the Bodies m 
Isract will claim a large measure of con- 
trol. The Board of Governors, winch 
is international in Ms Composition, in- 
cluding eminent Jews in academic and 
eublic life from many countries, and 
meeting only Once 4 year, can capect 
to Be ted only about major polcy 
and about finance. Al the same time, 
the Board, which has hitherto represented 
m part the Zionists Organisation and m 
part the Societies of Friends, will con 
tinue to perform a vital function for the 
University. It will be the link between the 
congregation of Isracl everywhere and 


the University of Israel The control 
and development of policy between the 
annual mectings of the rd will be 


exercised by the academe body, the 
Senate, and the administrative body, the 
Executive Council, which § includes 
several professors and other members of 
the faculties 

Since the last meeting of the Board, 
the firss Pressdemt of the University, the 
late Dr. Judah Magnes. has diced. He 
was, during the first ten years after the 
University was opened, not President, but 
the Chancellor in the American sense, 
the function of a Vice<han- 
cellor in the English sense. During the 
last twelve years of hus life, Dr. Magnes 
was rather the older statesman of the 
University than the hancellor, 
presiding at ceremonial occasions, repre- 
senting m to the Government, and con- 
sulted for his wisdom and experience by 
the constituent bodies. 


New Balance in Offices ? 


The meeting in Jerusalem will have to 
consider the apporntment of a successor ; 
and not only his appointment, but his 
functions. It may have also to consider 
the appointment of a new Chairman of 
the Board of Governors, if Dr, Wem- 
mann feels that he must retire from that 
office, which he has held from the begin- 
ning. The question of a new balance in 
the higher offices between Israch Jews 
and American Jews and British Jews— 
meaning those who have been brought 
up respectively in the Isracli, American, 
and British tradi#tion-—will also have to 
be considered. 

The University of Jcrusalem is unique 
among the Universities of the world in 
the international character of its teachers, 
its students, and its governing body. ht 
iS already, in a sense, a world university. 
The Board in Jerusalem will ake sccount 
of its specia! destiny. What they decide 
at this turning point in Jewish history, 
and in this 25th year of the life of the 
University, must be of great significance,

THE JEWS OF DENMARK 


(From our Own 


COPENHAGEN 
HE Jewish Community in Den- 
mark, established nearly 300 
years ago, has, except for a 
period during the Nazi occupation, en- 
joyed a peaceful and happy existence. 
Numbering approximately 7,000, the 
community ts concentrated in and around 
Copenhagen, constituting one per cent of 
the capital's population. Although about 
350 Jews live in the provinces, no Jewish 
Community exists outside Copenhagen. 
Provincial communities formerly existed 
in several towns, including Randers, 
Aalborg and Faaborg, but they have dis- 
appeared during the past 50 years owing 
to the migration of the younger members 
to the capital 


No Reform—but Assimilation 


The observant section of Danish Jewry 
is, for the most part, conservative and no 
Reform movement exists. There 1s alsé a 
small ultra-Orthodox community. I nter- 
marriage has reached considerable pro- 
portions in recent years and it is estimated 
that 50 per cent are marrying outside the 
Jewish faith. Quite a number of peopite. 
mainly wealthy descendants of the first 
Jewish settlers, tiave abandoned Judaism 
and are completely Danish in their culture 
and outlook. . 

As in so many other countries, large 
numbers of Jews are engaged in the tailor- 
ing and allied industries. Trade and com- 
merce, as well as the professions, have 
also attracted Danish Jews. 

The community derives the major part 
of its income from taxes imposed, with 
the approval of the Copenhagen City 
Council, on all its members. Normally 
each member is assessed at about one per 
cent of his annual income. 

Originally, the community was com- 
posed of two fairly distinct groups: the 
descendants of the first immigrants who 
settled here in the seventeenth and ecighi- 
eenth centuries: and twentieth-century 
immigrants from Eastern Europe. In re- 
cent years, the economic and social gap 
between the two groups has been suc- 
cessfully bridged and there is now little 
friction within the community. 

The first large-scale immigration of 
Jews into Denmark occurred during and 
immediately after the first war when over 
3.000 refugees, mainly from Eastern 
Europe. were admitted. Their entry more 
than doubled the _— existing Jewish 

lation of Denmark.

many German Jews sought refuge in 
Denmark. Although willing to grant 
temporary asylum to these unfortunate 
people, the Danish authorities were reluc- 
tant to admut refugees secking perminent 
residence. Nevertheless, nearly 2,000 Jews 
from and Nazi-occupied count- 
ries were admitted after 1933 and about 
SO per cert are still here. The remainder 
have since emigrated to Israel, the United 
States and other countries. 

When the Nazis established a military 
régime in Denmark in 1943, the position 
of the Jewish Community looked grim 
indeed. Anti-Jewish measures were not 
long delayed. On the eve of Yom Kippur. 
the Nazis, assisted by some Danish col- 
laborators, began rounding up Jews for 
deportation. Thanks to the Resistance 
Movement, however, the majority of Jews 
succeeded in escaping to Sweden. Never- 
theless. nearly 500 were captured and sent 
to the Terezin concentration camp. For 
reasons known only to the Nazis, no 
Danish Jews wefe murdered in the death 
camp. although 53 died there of disease. 
Through the intervention of Count Ber- 
nadotte and the International Red Cross, 
the remainder were later repatriated. 


300 Years’ History 


The history of Danish Jewry goes back 
to 1622, when King Christian IV invited 
certain Sefardi Jews from Holland to 
settle in Gliickstadt,in Schleswig Holstein, 
at that time occupied by Denmark. About 
30 years later, Frederick III, then in 
financial difficulties, asked members of 
the wealthy Sefardi community to settle 
in Denmark proper. On January 19, 
1657. Gabriel Gomez received the first 
eniry permit. 

The Sefardim were followed by a select 
group of German Jews and 4 small com- 
munity was formed in Copenhagen. In 
1684. thanks to the efforts of David 
Israc!, the Court jeweller, the first house 
of worship was opened and, as other 
groups arrived and settled in the pro- 
vinces, communities were established at 
Aalborg, Fredericia, Nyborg, Randers 
and Nakskov. 

By this time. Ashkenazi as well as 
Sefardi Jews from Germany and Holland 
were entering the country in a steady 
stream and, mevitably, tension grew be- 
tween the two communities. They could 
nor agree on the erection of a synagogue 
and for many years services were held in 
various houses of worship. 

The majority of Jews were at this time 
engaged in commerce. Some were smal 


shopkeepers but their scope was limited 
owing to the opposition of the Merchant 
Guilds. In 1814, a decree was promul- 
gated setting out the posiuon of Jews as 
ciuzens and their civil mghts and obliga- 
tions. It was not. until 1849. however, 
when the Constitution was drafted, that 
Danish Jews were granied full rights 

This was a particularly difficult period 
for Danish Jews. Certain members of the 
community formed a “ Baptist Move- 
ment “ which was only defeated after con- 
siderable effort by the Chief Rabbi, 
Abraham ben Gedalja, and hus succes- 
sor. Dr. A. A. Wolff

The 
publishers and editor have performed a 
public service in telling the dreadful story. 

The book is dignified by an introduc- 
tion from the Lord Chancellor, which is 
informed by the dignity and human feel- 
ing which one would expect.

FEDERATION OF 
SYNAGOGUES 
Vital Importance of 
Deputies’ Election

Brodetsky, who had served the Board 
faithfully and well as President, was not 
secking re-election. They had heard of 
canvassing for the vacancy, and of the 
candidates who were being suggested for 
the position. The Federation would have 
to be particularly careful in view of the 
fact that .they represented the Orthodox 
view. They had approved the applica- 
tion of the Keser Torah Synagogue. 
Cricklewood, to become an associate and 
of the application of the North-East Lon- 
don Beth Hamidrash, Ainsworth Road, 
to become a constituent synagoguc.

SEX IN JEWISH LAW 
“ Harshness and Stringency ~ 


[By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter} 


The “harshness and siringency’”’ of 
many of the Jewish laws relating to ques- 
tions of sex formed the subject of a iec- 
ture at Conway Hall recently by Dr 
Norman Haire. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the sex Education 
Society, of which Dr. Haire 1s President 

Dr. Haire, who has played a prom:nent 
part in the birth-control movement. set 
out to show that while the Jewish laws 
governing sex were doubiless suitable to 
conditions in Palestine in former days, 
they were no longer suitable for a modern 
Western civilisation 

Quoting extensively from an American 
book by Dr. Louis M pste n: D Haire 
sant that the question of the Jewish 
atthtude towards sex was of great im- 
portance at the present moment, because 
a new Jewish Siate had been set 
up in Palestine. Already, he had read, 
difficulties were arising with regard to 
divorce, because it was sand that the 
divorce laws were to be based on the 
Orthodex Jewish laws, and these were 
quite different from the laws of other 
civilised States. He did not know how far 
this statement was accurate. But it 
seemed quite likely that these difficulties 
would arise, and if the sex laws were 
going to be based on Biblical laws, they 
might have so very peculiar happen- 


ings there—they would see people stoned 
or burn™or gd&iltery. 


“Unreasonable” Prohibitions 


Dr. L. Epstein’s book, “ Sex Laws and 
Customs in Judaism, he described as a 
very authoritative work written by an 
Orthodox Jew. While he himsell favoured 
the Jewish attitude towards sex, he 
nevertheless had to admit that many of 
its prohibitions seemed to be unreason- 
able. He quoted Dr. ‘Epsicin’s ‘state- 
ment that “in Spain of the 14th century 
a widow was charged with having sex 
relations with a Gentile, and the Jewish 
court. under the sanction of the leadin 
Rabbi. ordered her nose to be cul 0 
so as to disfigure her and make her no 
longer acceptable to her lover.

JEWISH EDUCATION 
IN ISRAEL 


Courses for Teachers 


a Jewisu Curonicie Reporier| 


Dr. Nathan Morris, Director of the 
World Umon for Jewish Education, has 
returned to ths country for another four 
weeks visit, both to help in the J.P.A. 
campaign and to make the final arrange- 
menis for Anglo-Jewry’s participation in 
the Umion'’s two schemes—the cexamina- 
tons which will be held on June S$ and 
the special courses for teachers being 
held in Israe] this summer. 

The first examinations for Jews in the 
Diaspora, arranged by the World Union 
together with the Hebrew University, were 
held last Chanucah, he told me. Eighty 
candidates took part, 48 from America 
and the others from South Africa and 
Hungary. They ranged from 19-year- 
olds to a man of 60, and included Ph.D.s, 
business men. and Yeshiva students. 

The second examinations will be held 
on June 5, the day after Shavuot, a date 
which they hoped would sum everybody. 
England, said Dr. Morris, was takin 
part for the first ume with about 8 
candidates. comme from London, Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, Manchester, Leeds, and 
Glasgow. Other countries taking part 
were Italy, South Africa, and very prob- 
ably Tripoh, where « was hoped that 
50 Jewish teachers would su for the 
examination. 

At the moment the syllabus is almost 
emirely hiterary, consisting of 
Rabbinics. and medizval Itterature, but 
with considerable prominence given io 
modern Hebrew hterature. was a 
proposal, strongly supported by the 
British branch of the 
cxamination in modern Hebrew should 
be added. The Exécutive in Jerusalem 
was inclined to the view that local sec- 
tions should, if they wished. introduce 
examinations in modern Hebrew, but that 
the tume had not yet come to make it 
compulsory for the Union in general. 


“ Jerusalem Diploma ” 


Successful candidates will be awarded 
“the Jerusalem Diploma,” after the 
model of the Cambridge Diploma of 
Proficiency This Diploma will exemp' 
candidates from taking the. entrance 
cxamination to the Hebrew University 

The quesuon of a possible degree or 
lithe has not yet been decided 

There were already more registrations 
for the course than the Union had 
thought it possible to cope with. Dr. 
Morris went on. A good number had 
wanted to go from England but only 1‘ 
had been accepted, first, because. they 
wanted to ensure the highest possibile 
standard, and secondiy for. financial 
reasons. 

France was sending ten teachers 
whom the Join: Distribution Committee 
was taking an active interest, and ten 
were also coming from Italy 

Ihe United States had already asked 
for 25 and registration was not yet com- 
pleted 

The full course lasted three months 
the actual tuition would be given from 
the second week in July ull the end of 
August, with practical work in schools 
both before and after those dates. But 
most of the teachers would not stay the 
whole time. 

It was hoped that the course would be 
officially opened by the Minister of 
Education, representing his Department 
and there would also be speakers from 
the other two organisations concerned in 
the course, the Hebrew University and 
the World Union.

“SECESSIONS FROM THE BOARD” 


Orthodox View Rebutted 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn CHronicie 
From Dr. F. J. COHN 


Sm.—The Rev. Mr. Super, writing in 
your May 13 issue, accuses the Reform 
and Liberal Synagogues, which have 
chosen no longer to be represenicd on 
the Board of Deputies, of “ refusing .. .

Defaming those whom in prudence one 
does not name is neither difficult nor 
courageous. Did the Rev. Mr. Super, 
when writing these lines, wish to refer 
to leading Zionists such as Lady Read- 
ng, Lord Meichett, and the Rev. Maurice 
Perizweig, all of whom are, or were, 
members of the London Liberal Syna- 
gogue, or to Professor Bentwich of the 
North-Western Reform Synagogue ?

The position to-day, unfortunately, due 
mainly to the fact that there has been 
no effort by Rabbinical authorities to 
adjust tradition to social necessities, is 
that a very small minority indeed of ‘the 
members of Orthodox synagogues observe 
all the ritual observances. ik; is a great 
pity that the Rabbinate in Israel have 
mot yet taken steps to modify our tradi- 
tion in line with modern social require- 
ments.

Vice-President’s Rejoinder 
To the Editor of Tue JewtsH 


Sir.—After the courtesy of your 
columns which was extended to me on 
behalf of the Jewish Blind Societys 
Appeal in your May 6 issuc, I had not 
intended to trespass further on your 
space, but Mr. Labovitch’s reply rarses 
entirely new points and | am Ieft with 
the impression that these are introduced 
merely as an afterthought and are im- 
tended to confuse the issuc. 

1 am amazed that, as Chaifman of an 
important Provincial community such as 
Leeds, Mr. Labovitch should state that 
those of us who concentrate on helping 
our blind coreligionisis in our midst are 
being irresponsible. If, unfortunately, he 
were in the desperate and appalling posi- 
tion that those to whom we extend help 
find themselves. I wonder if he would 
then think our actions irresponsible. 

I should require more than the bald 
statement of Mr. Labovitch that he 
voices the opinion of the majority of the 
Leeds congregation when he suggests that 
our work of mercy could well wait until 
the work of resettlement in Isracl is Ccom- 
pleted. blind, unfortunatcly, can- 
not even temporarily see nor the helpless 
fend for themselves. : 

The majority of us have, | am sure, 
made probably many donations to the 
magnificent work which is being done in 
Isracl and for the homeless Jews in 
Europe, but I want to remind Mr. Labo- 
vitch that charity is only reali charity 
when it is such that what one gives hurts 
a litte, and, perhaps, means going with- 
out something we would like. It does 
seem to me thai apart from the responsi- 
bilities to Israel of this generation to 
which Mr. Labevitch refers, the Jewish 
Community in this country should not be 
unable to find the comparatively small 
sum of £25,000 which the Jewish Blind 
Society needs to complete its present 
building. 

I assert, without fear of contradiction, 
that it would be a disgrace to Anglo- 
Jewry to leave its blind to the mercy of 
the State and deprived of the solace and 
comfort of a Jewish home. 

I am sorry that Mr. Labovitch should 
see fit to stgte publicly that Leeds docs 
not consider that any freely adopted deci- 
sion of the Provincial Representatives’ 
Council binds them; what then is the 
object of attending these conferences ? 
It would appear that the conference must 
think and act as Leeds thinks and acts, 
or it will serve no purpose. Democracy 
with a difference! 

Finally, may I again remind Mr. Labo- 
vitch that we are not a hospital threat- 
ened with being taken over by the State. 
His reference to the Jewish Hospital at 
Leeds is, I surmise, just one more red 
herring. 

In spite of Mr. Labovitch’s unpro- 
voked and unjustified attack on a most 
worthy cause, I still retain full confidence 
that my fellow-Jews will generously sup- 
port the appeal we have made, and en- 
able us to pay for the new wing which 
is now being built. I will gratefully 
acknowledge all donations which are sem 
tO. me.

ised with new personnel who would con- 
cern themselves on behalf of the Jewish 
Community with practical things that 
matter and not with purely academic as- 
pects of Jewish life. 

We have at present a situation wherein 
increasingly large numbers of Jewish 
housewives are buying trefa food, simply 
because they cannot afford the high prices 
demanded at the kasher shops, and at the 
same time We see many. unscrupulous 
buichers and grocers amassing fortunes 
at the expense of those who are still loath 
to eat trefa. It seems that those Jews 
who will not eat trefa and yet cannot 
afford the present kasher prices must 
Starve. 

I suggest that a Beth Din which is truly 
alive and actively applying its powers 
and influence. in conjunction with such 
bodies as the Jewish Trades Council, 
could easily impose “ sanctions on such 
people as the Coles | 

This matter is not only of importance 
in the internal affairs of the Jewish Com- 
munity, but obviously affects our wider 
relations outside in every sphere.

DR. MANN ON GERMAN 
GUILT 


Unforgettable Horrors 
[By a Jewtsn Curownicte Reporter) 


When Dr. Thomas Mann, world- 
famous thinker, writer, and philosopher. 
spoke at a reception given in his honour 
by Mr. L. G. Montefiore on behalf of 
the Wiener Library at 19, Manchester 
Square, W.1, on Wednesday, he urged 
that the horrors committed by the Ger- 
mans must not be forgotten. . 

Dr. Mann was accompanied by his 
wife and daughter, and among the dis- 
tinguished company which attended this 
function was Dr. Eliash, Israch Minster 
in the United Kingdom. 

In welcoming Dr. Mann, Mr. Leonard 
Montefiore said that the Wiener Library 
was not an inappropriate setting in which 
to receive him. In that Library. students 
of modern history would find what the 
Third Reich became, and how it grew. 

Dr. Mann said that he was very happy 
to be in that noble and imerestng 
Library which, while it had a “ chamber 
(containing 

s and riodicals written by 
Nazis). had beautiful books. 

Dr. Mann characterised the Naz 
leaders as “ despoilers and corrupiers of 
human beings” He had always done 
everything possible to fight the Nazis, 
and never for one moment had he 
believed that a Nazi victory was going 
to be permitted or brought about. 

The Germans. said Dr. Mann, were 
only too willimg to forget. But they 
must remember these horrors and im 
remembering learn their lesson. 


In a talk I had with Dr. Mann for 
THe Jewrse he told me 
how pleased he was that at long last the 
Jews had a Sate of their own 

“I was always interesied in the estab- 
lishment of'a Jewish State.” he sand, 
“and. indeed. worked for it.” 

“Anti-Semitism,” he said. “ts growing 
again wm Germany. and | would not 
advise Jews to go back.”

MACCABI UNION CONFERENCE 


National Council Set Up 


a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter] 


A decision to set up a National Coun- 
ce for the Union of Maccabi Associa- 
Hons was taken at the annual meeting 
and conference of the Union. held on 
Sunday at Maccabi House, Compayne 
Gardens. London. 

The Counci!, which is to become the 
new governing and controlling body of 
the movement, is designed to bring 
about a closer relationship between the 
National Executive and the clubs. and 
generally to make the Union stronger and 
more co-ordinated. 

Delegates from branches all over the 
country, including Glasgow, Newcastle, 
Manchester, and Sheffield, attended the 
conference, which was presided over by 
Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P 

The establishment of the Council was 
moved by Pierre Gildesgame, the 
Chairman of the Union, who said thai 
the Council would become the Parliament 
of the movement. 

A resolution from Glasgow Maccabi. 
moved by Mr. Harry Shapiro, that there 
should be a reference back of the scheme 
because insufficient time had been given 
to the branches and area councils for 
discussion, was defeated. and the dele- 
gaies accepted the scheme in principle. 


Area Councils 


There was further opposition and dis- 
cussion when the detailed amendments to 
the consttution were deak with Miss 
Bryna Richman expressed the minority 
view of the Executive that the Nationa! 
(council should be composed of the Area 
Counci!s on which all the branches would 
bc in opposition to the 
Executive majority view that each branch 
should be direcily represented “on the 
Counc! Miss .Richman's amendment 
was adopted 
_ An amendment that the general mect- 
ing and conference should be held every 
two years instead of annually, moved by 
the Executive, was defeated 

Mr. Gildeseame referred to the joy 
and pride which the Union fek at the 
anniversary of the establishment of Israc! 
lI: had been said that Maccabi was 
detached from Zionism. but this had 
never been true. Maccabi had been a 
movement to encourage Jewish youth to 
gc back to their people, and Maccab: 


continued to be a Zionist youth move- 
ment. although would remam outede 
Zionist political conflicts. 

Any rumour that there had been a spli; 
in Maccabi World Union was untruc. 
There had come about a normal varia- 
ion of their work. With the coming of 
Isracl they in London had willingly 
decided that the headquariers of Maccabi 
World Union should be in Tel Aviv. 

Referring to the world congress held in 
Tel Aviv lass December, Mr. Gildesgame 
said the reason why the British delega- 
tion had not attended was that the 
majority of the European organisation 
had been unable to go because of lack 
of funds: but they in London had 
accepted the congress decision. 


Mr. Gildesgame expressed concern at 
the falling off in the high standard in 
sports and cultural. activities. He 


appealed to the members to begin prepar- 
ing for the Maccabi Olympiad next year 

The Chairman said there were divided 
opinions in the Executive abou: East Lon- 
don Maccabi. They ail wanted a Mac- 
cabi club in Fast London. but there was 
the question of finance. Members of the 
club had made progress and shown erea: 
enthusiasm, and they were worth cn- 
couraging.

The Conference made a departure from 
normal procedure by dividing into com. 
missions on sports activities and policy 
public relations. cultural 
activity, and junior membership

Art Notes 


PICCADILLY HAYRIDE 1949 


Basically of a hopeful disposition, I 
find pleasure in extracting the few pre- 
cious grains of salt which are to be found 
sparsely sprinkled around Burlington 
House. An exciting canvas by John 
Newton, Card Game.’ has more person- 
ality than about 500 of the 700 paintings 
shown put together: Ruskin Spear again 
demonstrates im his “ Conversation in 
‘The Swan.” and “ By the River,” that 
he is our most worthy descendam of 
Sickert because, like Sickert, he 1s the 
master of a sturdy independent vision - 
the inspiration has shifted only a little 
from the Old Bedford’ to the Pub around 
the corner. 


Buhler and Le Bas, both excellent crafts- 
men. must watch a dangerous tendency 
which they seem to have developed this 
year so to over-simplify their tone values 
that they are now producing pear-posiers. 
The Academy Boys have been keeping the 
conveyor belts busy-—~Gunn, Kelly, 
dale and the rest are represented m bulk 
by the inevitable phalanx of successful 
faces. Peter Greenham shows by far the 
two finest portraits in the exhibition, and 
his beautiful canvas, “ On the Cherwell,” 
is reminiscent of the golden lyricism of 
the early Venetian landscape painters. 

If by any odd chance either Picasso or 
Matisse has ever heard of Sir Alfred 
Munnings., he would perhaps wonder a 
little at our characteristic good nature 
being so clastic as to permit one of our 
National Institutions to be obliged to 
house annually a series of flimsily painted 
pictures of horses which might be accept- 
able as coloured plates for a Boy's Bum- 
per Adventure Book. British painting ts 
being taken for a Piccadilly Hayride. 


Sensitive Paintings 


Kalman Kemeny shows two sensitive 
paintings—a river scene and a delicately 
handled view of the Regent's Canal. 
Lydia. Kemeny’s careful water colour of 
plants at Kew Gardens is one of the 
loveliest pictures in this section, indicating 
as it does an almost Chinese devotion 
with at the same time an casy caligraphic 
quality which lends great tenderness to 
the whole composition: Joseph Oppen- 
hemmer's portrait of Hilda Sims is one 
of this year's most striking works, 
but | found his other picture, “ The 
Visit,” disappointing in treaiment. 

The best sculpture this year comes from 
Karin Jonzen whose beautifully - serenc 
Reclining Figure frankly acknowledges 
its debt to Maillol. Benno Elkan’s mas- 
sive portrait of the late Lord Keynes 


and his vast model for a lead panel of 
Moweli's Jungle Friends are. both 
pressive works, but his small bronze head 
of Mary Denton transcends them in 
charm and loveliness. A bronze, “ Zilda ~ 
by Benno Schotz and a frame of portrait 
medailions by Fred Kormis are items of 
special interest. Willi Soukop shows a 
pair of monuntental heads carved from 
Devon Black Rock which are among the 
most memorable exhibits on view. '

IMMIGRANTS TO 
ISRAEL 


Responsibility of World Jewry 


[By a Jewisu Curonicte Reporter) 


Giving his first public address in Lon- 
don, Mr. David Horowitz, Director-Gen- 
eral of the Ministry of Finance and head 
of the Isracli trade delegation to this 
coumry, said at 6, Danescroft Avenue, 
N.W.4, on Sunday that Israel had noi 
been entirely able to control inflation. 
From May 15, 1948. to May 15, 1949, 
the cost of living in the country had in- 
creased by 15 per cent, and that was in 
addition to the increase of 20 per cent 
during the last few months under the 
Mandatory régime. 

They could only absorb new immigrants 
if they had new investments and capital 
and new enterprises. But they could not 
halt the immigrants. From some coun- 
tries Jews could escape to-day, bul by 
tomorrow they might not be allowed to 
leave. In the Arab countries they were 
im danger of their hives. 

They wanted to reach a population of 
two million within the next five years. 
The complete absorption of any person 
in Israel cost something like £800. Their 
first settlement cost £300. They believed 
that was the responsibility not only of 
Israci. but of world Jewry

The 
Iraqi Regents or -the-day to Iraqi 
(roops returning f Palestine, telling 
them that they had come home for re- 
cuperation and to prepare for the next 
round of the war in Palestine, has made 
a d impression here.

The present Israclhi policy here seems 
partly connected with internal Israeli 
polincs. Dr. Eytan’s statement support- 
ing an independent Arab State as against 
the annexation of Arab Palestune by 
Jordania has naturally pleased Mapam, 
who have supported this policy—-as have 
the Russians and French. Negotiations 
are at present proceeding in Tel Aviv 
between Mapai and Mapam for bringing 
Mapam into the Government. The latest 
change of policy on the future of Arab 
Palestine may be a concession satisfying 
Mapam 

But here the prospect for any such 
solution is rated low. Abdullah is defi- 
nitely not popular with two members 
of the Commission, but, nevertheless. 
they recognise that there is little chance 
for any solution other than one linking 
Arab Palestine with Jordama, and par- 
ticularly now that Abdullah and Egypt 
have agreed on their policy for Israel's 
frontiers. 

As a result, Eeypt has withdrawn its 
offer to give up Gaza to Israci if Israel 
also takes the refugees in the Gaza area. 
Instead, Egypt is demanding a strip of 
the Negev in order to link Egypt with 
Jordania.

I was being inresistibly drawn into a 
circle of dancing chassidim, who twiried 
like leaves in the wind as they gave body 
and soul, in honour of the hero who 
defied the Romans, to the ritual choreo- 
graphy in which each movement had the 
significance of pa and praise. 

Thousands of pilgrims gathered here 
from all corners Israel, despite the 
official announcement that there would 
be no public ceremonies. This people 
stil has enough spontaneity to make its 
own ceremonies without Governmen: 
blessing. 

They came by ‘bus, lorry, and private 
car from all the cities of Israel, and 
hundreds of children on holiday from 
the kibbutzim joined § them. Traffic 
twisted all day long around the hairpin 
bends of the Galilee mountains. Nearby 
Safad was en féte. Hotels and private 
homes were packed wiih peopie sicep- 
ing five and six in a room. 

e ‘bus in which | travelled with 
members of the Zionist General Council, 
which has just concluded its Jerusalem 
meeting, passed scores of lorries crammed 
with fervent chassidjm clapping their 
hands in rhythm to religious songs. Arabs 
lined the roadside along the now tran- 

ull villages of Western Galilee to greet 
the pilgrims, and Arab children waved 
their hands in glee. 

After darkness fell, bonfires budded 
like red flowers along the mountainside 
opposite Safad, where Rabbi Yohai's 
white-domed tomb stands. I mounted 
the hillside through dense crowds stream- 
ing in both directions, until I entered the 
courtyard, where a fantastic scene met 
my wnaccustomed cye. Vendors of 
falafel, a spicy native delicacy, vied with 
sellers of nuts and mineral waters. 
hawkers of prayer books with the order 
of service for Lag B'Omer, and the more 
appropriate custodians of copies of _ the 
Zohar. with which they were dowig a brisk 
trade at 30 shill 

It was ag though one had turned back 
the centuries, yond this tumult, I 
could see sithouetted in the ays, 
lighted by flickering candies, the beni

and swaying bodies of worshipping Ash- 
kenazim, Sefardim, and Yemenites. 
Smoke from hundreds of guttering 
candles blinded my eyes as I entered the 
precincts of the tomb, and the sound of 
prayer rose and fell like undulations of 
the sea. thin, monotonous tone of a 
viol, played by a Yemenite, pierced the air 
above the steady thudding of drums. In 
chamber after chamber which I entered, 
the sound rose to a crescendo. In the 
shadows sat women and children, or they 
lay in dark and stuffy crypts opening off 
the main halls, trying to sleep. Other 
women, young and old, maintained a 
mghtlong vigil, many themselves joining 


in prayer with their menfolk, touching . 


the melted wax of candles and smearing 
their cheeks with it. * 

But it was outside in the courtyard 
where I soon escaped, seeking the night 
air, that the festival reached its climax. 
On stairways and balconies, crowds of 
onlookers watched groups of dancers join 
in the ecstasy of rejoicing. First; a 
small group of chassidim began to weave 
in a circled dance. They chanted and 
raised their Arms rhythmically in the air. 
Soon, others began to join them. I saw 
pohcemen, soldiers, and satlors all giving 
themselves up to the thrill of the dance. 
They exchanged headgear with chassidim, 
and an old greybeard, wearing a police- 
mans cap, became the centre of the 
largest ring. After a time, the strange 
incongruity of these proceedings in 
Western eyes ceased to matter. 
desire to participate became intense, and 
had I not been compelled to return to 
Safad, | could not have resisted much 
longer. 

is morning, the mountain bonfires 
died away as the grey pall of the khamsin 
covered Galilee. The last candles sput- 
tered out around the tomb, and pilgrims 
began their weary return to the cities 
and farms. Children slept in their 
mothers’ arms as the trucks jolted down 
the mountain roads. 

What is one to make of all this? The 
rationalist and sceptic mind will dismiss 
it as an example of mass hysteria. The 
initial reaction of the newcomer was to 
retreat from this experience. Then he 
knew that without some aitempt to par- 
tiaipate in these centuries-old emotions 
he was cutting himself off and remaining

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ISRAEL’S ECONOMY 
By CALCULUS 


The Anniyersary celebrations over, 
Israci is now preparing to make the 
dusterity programme a success. Contrary 
to expectations, the Government's plan 
met with a good deal of opposition when 

before the Knesset. It was passed 

57 votes to 33, ing that Mapam, 
herut, and some General Zionists were 
opposed to it—not in principle, but be- 
cause they favoured alternative means of 
fighting the present crisis. 

It appears also that outside the Knesset 
there exists a good deal of scepticism as 
to whether the plan will succeed. Isracli 
business circles are disappointed by the 
fact that Mr. Hoofien, Chief Economic 
Co-ordinator, should have agreed to ac- 
cept this post without first obtaining a 
clear pledge both from industry and agri- 
culture, as well as from labour, not to 
increase pri and wages. It is feared 
that the Government's measure to stop the 
increase of prices will not suffice, and that 
more drastic steps must be taken to 
avert inflation. 


Income Tax System 


In the meantime, another source of 
worry to the Israeli Government is the 

uestion of income tax. At present, the 

ritish system appears to be followed 
fairly closely. earnings up to 
£300 pay 10 pér cent; between £300 and 
£600, 15 per cent, and so on, on a 
rising scale, so that those earning over 
£2,000 pay 50 per cent. In every case 
war tax is added ; it varies from 5 per 
cent in the case of those earning £500 
to 25 per cent on earnings of £2,000 or 
over. A person earning, for instance, 
£1,000 a year has to pay 40 per cent, 
consisting of 25 per cent income tax and 
1S per cent war tax. Income tax ts im- 
posed on all income derived from Israel, 
amd on those who obtain their income 
from abroad if they stay in Israel for 
more than six months during any one 
year. 

In the case of companies, a progres- 
sive rate is in force. Limited companies 
pay two taxes : a 20 per cent company 
tax, and, after deduction of this, a 25 
per cent tax on the remaining income. 

Husband and wife are assessed together 
for their entire ‘oint income  Partner- 
ship between husband and wife offers no 
income tax advantage, and if the wife 
works at home a small relief of £100 is 
The deduction for a child 
is £75. 

It is expected that considerable changes 
will be introduced, among other things, 
in the present system of taxation of hus- 
bands and wives, and that the whole 
system will be revised in the light of the 
new situation and the Government's 
desire to distribute the burden of taxa- 
tion evenly among the whole population. 


At a cost of about 1£300,000 a new 


metallurgical plant, shortly to start pro- 
duction, is being set up near Tel Aviv. 
When it is compieted Israel! will be able to 
produce a sufficient supply of cast iron 
water pipes and cast steel, now imported 
from abroad at a cost of about 1£2,000,000 
annually.

At 
present there is in Tel Aviv a Securities 
Clearing House set up some years ago 
on the isnoitiative of the Anglo-Palestine 
Bank. The House meets at noon every 
day for transactions. 


“FORGED” POUND NOTES 
IN ISRAEL 


Scotland Yard have been asked to 
decide whether 7,250 English pound 
notes confiscated by the Isracli police 
are genuine or forgeries. According to 
the Israeli police, the forgery, if it is 
one, is so perfect that no adequate detect- 
ing machinery is available in Israel and 
several notes have, therefore, been sent 
to London. 

The notes were confiscated from the 
bank safe of a Tel Aviv merchant. The 
Israehi police said they had good reason 
to suspect the money was part of the 
millions of English pounds forged in 
Germany during the war and distributed 
by the Nazis.—<Reuter) 


SYRIA CLOSES LEBANESE 
FRONTIER 


The Syrian Governmem on Wednes- 
day ordered the closing of the Syrian- 
Lebanese frontier in retaliation for the 
detention of a Syrian Army officer 
accused of murdering a “ pro-Jewish 
spy” on Lebanese territory. 

Government also banned exports 
to the neighbouring State.-—( Reuter)
